PASTOR'S PERSPECTIVE 




On our identity here at Faith Community....As we move into a "Post-Denominational Age," increasingly 
churches are distancing themselves from their denomination roots. Consequently it's no longer "Calvary Bap- 
tist" as often as it's "Calvary Church." Same with the Pentecostals and Assembly of God Churches; you often 
wouldn't know their background from their name. (But of course, if it's important to you, it's not hard to find 
out.) Indeed, Lutheran churches out East have been doing this for decades, so that often it's "Trinity Church" 
and "First Church" rather than Trinity or First Lutheran. 

Actually, I believe God smiles to see denominational labels fall. After all, we have been saying for centuries that we believe in the 
"Holy Christian Church." But sometimes I wonder if we really believe that. Maybe under our breath we're saying "I believe in MY 
church" or "MY" denomination? And maybe we secretly believe we're better than those other churches who haven't quite got it as 
right as us. If so, maybe it's time for some humble soul-searching. Will our denominational label be a lick of good to us at heaven's 
gate? Or. ..will our personal faith in Jesus Christ be the "one thing" that matters? So what do we believe? Our creed really says it 
all, but of course, what matters most is our identity in Christ; the Christ who died on the cross for our sins. 

We continue to bask in the glow of an outstanding 30th anniversary celebration (Again, we can't thank our Anniversary Team 
enough!), but one of the great gifts for me in our celebration was being reminded in the (20th) anniversary video by our founding 
Pastor Paul Johnshoy, that this congregation was founded with a vision of being more of a "community" church than a 
"denominational" church. Indeed, that vision is deeply embedded in our "DNA" as a congregation. We're "Faith Community" and 
most folks know us as Faith Community. "We're a Spirit-filled, Christ-led, Bible-centered church....with a Lutheran Heritage." 
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I was also reminded of this recently as I had the honor of preaching in my home congregation for their 125th Anniversary in Fre- 
mont, NE where my father served as Senior Pastor for 33 years. What a great church! But they've had their battles moving from a 3 
-point parish of Scandinavians to a single Danish Lutheran church, then moving from the Danish language for worship to English, 
then from the UELC to the ALC to the ELCA. I asked Pastor Charlie, "How are you handling the changing landscape of Lutheranism 
today?" He said, "We're focusing on ministry!" Amen to that! 

God's blessed us with a great ministry with great momentum. Let's keep our eye on the cross and let's not let ourselves get dis- 
tracted in any way. All we have to do is look around and we can find many examples of churches that got caught up in various po- 
litical battles. Our battle is theological, and our call, as Pastor Paul used to remind us is to "Lift High the Cross!" I believe we're do- 
ing that and that's the most important thing we can be busy with. That's where I want to spend my time as your Shepherd/Pastor. 

On staff development and needs. ..Isn't it amazing how God provides? In June we lost two wonderful staff members in the office 
with Janelle and Diana, but then God provided two wonderful new staff members in the office with Gloria and Stacia. Furthermore, 
Susan has done a beautiful job of stepping into a supervisory role for the "Office Team" (Tanja, Gloria & Stacia) and our "Specialized 
Staff" such as Dawn Baas our Choir Director, Natalie Boggess, our Nursery Coordinator, Bob Thoman, our Property Manager, and 
Bob Kaiser our Custodian. Truly we have been blessed! 

It's been about 18 months now since Pastor Bruce retired from the preaching schedule but we sure are continuing to enjoy his 
gifted teaching in Sunday school and his Wednesday morning men's Bible study. Meanwhile, Ed and Brit have really stepped up and 
provided tremendous support in areas that are traditionally covered by associate pastors. It's exciting for me to see how the Spirit 
has been expanding and shaping their ministries. Here's the direction God seems to be taking us: Ed's providing strong leadership 
in supporting 1) Council and our Executive Committee, 2) our Pastoral Care and Senior Ministries, 3) our Outreach Ministries, and 
4) our IT (Information Technology) needs. Many of you have told me how much you've appreciated Ed's hospital visits and his Wed 
night Bible study. 

Meanwhile, in addition to growing our youth ministry (Wow. ..88 kids at workcamp this summer and a great turnout for his first 
Sunday Night "Fill" for the Sr Hi!) Brit has shown a real passion for preaching and teaching and has done a beautiful job of providing 
pastoral care as well. Indeed, I've heard several reports of what an outstanding job he did in presiding and preaching for two recent 
funerals. Furthermore, our council is very excited to hear that Brit would like to focus more at- 
tention on building a strong "Young Adult" ministry in our church. (That's how Cindy & I met- 
teaming up for "Young Adult" ministry at King of Glory in Loveland.) Consequently, it seems to 
me that we need to see if we can get some additional help this next year for Brit and our youth 
ministry-- someone that can team up and support Brit. 

All in all, the Holy Spirit has been moving in a powerful way here at Faith Community. Thanks 
for your prayers. Thanks for your support. Thanks for your partnership in ministry.

STEWARDSHIP 

Congregations that approach financial stewardship from a biblical perspective do not view the money Christians give to their 
church merely as a way to pay its bills. Rather, such congregations see financial contributions as a way to help people grow spiritu- 
ally in their relationship with God by supporting their church's mission and ministry with a percentage of their incomes. 
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Two years ago, the Stewardship Committee selected the New Conse- 
cration Sunday Stewardship Program as a way to teach the biblical 
and spiritual principles of generous giving in our stewardship educa- 
tion emphasis. We are using this program again this year. 

You probably remember from last year that New Consecration Sun- 
day is based on the biblical philosophy of the need of the giver to 
give for his or her own spiritual development, rather than on the 
need of the church to receive. Instead of treating people like mem- 
bers of a social club who should pay dues, we will treat people like 
followers of Jesus Christ who want to give unselfishly as an act of 
discipleship. New Consecration Sunday encourages people toward 
proportionate and systematic giving in response to the question, 
"What percentage of my income is God calling me to give?" 

During worship on Consecration Weekend, we are asking our atten- 
dees and members to make their financial commitments to our 
church's missionary, benevolent, and educational ministries in this 
community and around the world. 



Every attendee and member who completes an Estimate of Giving 
Card does so voluntarily by attending worship on Consecration 
Weekend. The procedure is done in such a way that no one feels 
personal embarrassment if he or she chooses not to fill out a card. 

We will do no home solicitation to ask people to complete cards. 
During worship our committee leader will conduct a brief period of 
instruction and inspiration, climaxed by members making their 
commitments as a confidential act of worship. 

Since we will make no follow-up visits to ask people to complete 
their cards, we will make every effort to inform, inspire, and com- 
mit everyone to attend Consecration Weekend worship.

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PASTORAL CARE— F.A.Q. 



Question: When we pass the peace during our worship service, 
what is the purpose? 

Pastor Dan's Answer: . The passing of the Peace has its origins 
already in the New Testament. In the letters of St. Paul there are 
several references to greeting one another with "a holy 
kiss" (Rom 16:16; 1 Cor 16:20; 2 Cor 13:12; 1 Thess 5:26; 1 Pet 
5:14). In the worship of the early church this took on a specific 
function in the liturgy. Usually it occurred after the sermon or 
just before the distribution of communion. Its function was to 
visibly demonstrate that all who were present were one in the 
faith and that no hard feelings stood in the way of their unity. 

Of course, over time the actual kiss of peace has given way 
to either a handshake or an embrace. The purpose, however, is 
the same: a visible demonstration that we are members of the 
one body of Christ. Because we have been reconciled to the Fa- 
ther through the death of His Son, we therefore are also recon- 
ciled with one another. 

The passing of the Peace began reappearing in Lutheran 
congregations in the 60s and 70s. We probably need occasional 
reminders that the purpose of passing the peace is much more 
than simply a time to "greet our neighbors/' but rather it is to 
demonstrate that we are peacemakers as members of Christ's 
body. If we are unhappy with someone, that would suggest that 
indeed there is a need for forgiveness to take place. After all, we 
pray "forgive us our sins as we forgive those who sin against us." 

The passing of the peace encourages us to live in the peace 
of God as we share it with each other.

Question: Catholic or Christian Church? 

Pastor Dan's Answer: Many of us Lutherans grew up with the 
red Service Book & Hymnal (the SBH) where we confessed in the 
Apostles 'Creed that we believed in "The holy Christian 
Church..." Then in 1978 the green Lutheran Book of Worship 
(the LBW) came along and we began to confess that we believe 
in "the holy catholic Church..." 

Ever since we've been explaining to visitors, "We're really Lu- 
theran; "catholic" with a small "c" means "universal," so what 



we really mean is that we believe the holy Christian Church. (Of 
course, if you don't have many visitors, this isn't much of a prob- 
lem. But that's another story.) 

I propose we end the confusion; "We believe in the holy 
Christian Church..." 

Question: He descended into hell. ..or the dead? 

Pastor Dan's Answer: If you "google" either of these phrases 
that we use in the Apostles Creed you can find a plethora of in- 
formation. Did you know... 

The phrase into hell in older translations and the phrase to 
the dead both translate the phrase into hades in the original 
Greek of the creed. 

The ancient teaching of the Church is that all who died be- 
fore the time of the crucifixion, whether they were righteous or 
unrighteous, went to the same undifferentiated realm of the 
dead, where they wait for the resurrection and the judgment. 
This realm of the dead is called sheol in Hebrew and hades in 
Greek. Neither the word sheol nor the word hades connotes 
punishment. It's just a waiting room for the resurrection and the 
judgment. 

When Jesus died on the cross, He really did die. That really is the 
same as saying that He went to hades, because hades is the 
realm of the dead. 

For Christ died for sins once for all, the righteous for the 
unrighteous, to bring you to God. He was put to death in the 
body but made alive by the Spirit, through whom also he went 
and preached to the spirits in prison who disobeyed long ago 
when God waited patiently in the days of Noah while the ark 
was being built. In it only a few people, eight in all, were saved 
through water, and this water symbolizes baptism that now 
saves you also— not the removal of dirt from the body but the 
pledge of a good conscience toward God. It saves you by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, who has gone into heaven and is at 
God's right hand— with angels, authorities, and powers in sub- 
mission to him. —1 Peter 3:18-22, NIV 

Old translations of the Apostles Creed use hell to translate 
the Greek word hades, but nowadays many believe that when 
we die, we intently to into reward or punishment, without wait- 
ing for the resurrection or the judgment. Modern translations of 
the Apostles Creed say that Jesus descended to the dead. That is 
probably a more accurate translation of the word hades. It says 
that Jesus really did die, He didn't fake it— which was one of the 
heresies challenging the early church. 

Because so many of us have memorized the creeds, it's easy 
for us to take for granted the meaning.

Old Business : 

U" Future FCLC staffing - A ministry for young adults could be built around Brit and minister to those in their 20s and early 
30s. Another idea establish a senior committee to help represent the interests of the senior members of the congregation. 



New Business: 



t Update about new Lutheran Church organization - Mark Praska laid out the background of discussions since the church- 
wide assembly a year ago. Four members of the congregation attended the recent CORE conference, where the North 
American Lutheran Church was consecrated. Ed and Miles described the richness of Lutheran theology as expressed at the 
CORE meeting. Dan noted that he is interested in learning more about the emerging Lutheran organizations, but none of 
them are developed sufficiently enough for us to consider affiliation at this time. Time will help us determine where we 
should go if we decide at some point to leave the ELCA. 

t Miles Olson moved that we include in the coming year's budget funds for CORE, Word Alone, the NALC and ELCA. Out- 
reach will make the recommendations of dollar amounts. Dan seconded the motion. Motion passed. 

t Pat Sharp asked whether the council supports contribution of 2010 Outreach funds to NALC to help with start-up cost. 
Dan Hansen said the message is that we are considering moving in this direction. No vote was taken, but Pat said council 
member comments were helpful for her in taking this issue back to her committee. 

t Miles will form a small committee to consider bylaws and constitutional changes to present to the council next month and 
ultimately to the congregation for approval at the annual meeting. 

t Church council nominations - Ed Smith chairs the nominating committee. Each ministry needs to assign one person to 
help Ed staff the nominating committee, which will find people to run for the offices that will be open for the coming year. 

t Time and Talent sheet revisions - Gloria asked for feedback on the new time and talent form that will be made available 
to the congregation and to new members. Gloria needs feedback by no later than Sept. 21. 

t Budget Worksheets for each Ministry have been distributed by Susan Moller. Deadline is Nov 21, 2010,
